SUPPORT YOUR REPEATERS. : 
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THE HAM SHACK OF K&TiI 


The most rapidly expanding frontier 
of Amateur Eadio today is Packet. It is 
inevitable in any rapid eprowth that 
excesses, wrong ideas and frequent clashes 


of wills take place. This is always 
unfortunate and many times ruincus of 


cooperative effort in the devloping medium. 
Packet Hadio is no exception and has caused 
not only confusion but in some cases ill will 
between operators who should be worlang 
together for the comon good. The glaringly 
offensive cases in point ecnompass the two 
issues, Geacons and Hill Board Stations. 

In the earlier days of this form of radio 
beacons were a part of the necessity of 
letting others know that a station was on 
the air. Since you can not call CO on Packet 
the Beacon was established. This rapidly 
grew to be a nuisance and all responsible 
operators ceased using this feature. It had 
one use that was lecitimate that went out 
the window also and this is regrettable: the 
occeasinal KBeacon identifying the ‘Section, 
District and Local Emergency Coordinators 
for RACES/ARES. The infrequent message 
that flashed across the screen let you knovw 
who your officials were and you could leave 
a message. Unfortunately because of tthe 
excesses of some Hams all Beacons have 
become taboo and removed these identifying 
ecalis.§ A& much more troublesome feature 
developed, however: the BBS stations. These 
automatic Bulletin Boards with their long 
lists of information and messages s0 
cluttered the main operating frequency of 
145.050 Mhz. they had to be outlawed or this 
major connecting channel was useless. Much 
disarreement was vented over this. Now 
we have an aftermath that is unreasonabie. 
Many stations with modern TNC units have 
the ability to leave their electronic mailbox 
idie on the channel and if you have need to 
leave them a message it is very quick and 
easy to put it into the mailbox. This causes 
even less use of the frequency than a normal 


one-to-one connect between two stations 
and while it is on the air the rest of. the 
time, it emits no Heacon, no call or any 
other interfering signal. These are NOT to 
be confused with the gigantic BBS stations 
that output a tremendous amount of 
information much of which is not relevant 
to the many trying to communicate on the 
channel These have been outlawed from 
the .05 frequency and moved elsewhere: 
They have their place and legitimate use 
and should be a part of this crowing digital 
mode. Unfortunately some of the operators 
of these BBS stations feel discriminated 
apainst and are insisting that the small 
individual Mailbox should also be outlawed. 
This is neither realistic or accurate since as 
stated before these boxes put out no 
interference and leaving a message on them 
is even less disturbing to the channel than a 
two way O80. They are complete 
quiecent. almost 100 per cent of the time. 
The harassment of stations containing these 
boxes should be stopped. 

To the Novice Operators who might 
read these words ~welcome to the enhanced 
privileges you now have. Do not, however, 
sit too lone and enjoy them. There is still a 
greater world in Amateur Radio to which 
you may aspire by uperading as soon as 
possible. The experience pamed in your 
increased privileges should make you better 
operators and open to vou the great vista 
that is Ham Radio. You have only becun to 
but to enjoy the 
fuliness of this creat avocation (frequentiy 
vocation) must stride forward and 
reach the hichest rung possible for you on 
the ladder of operating classes. You will not 
enly gain still more uses of the bands but 
you will know the slow of having striven 
and conquered the heights. Put your sights 
on an Extra Class License. It is not beyond 
your reach. Above all enjoy and return to 
Ham Hadio some of the greatness you get 
from it. Help another to get started. You 
will be happy you dic.

NG6IJP-1 Anewin in Napa County has been 
reprogrammed and is set up to scan the 
frequencies from 144.91 to 144.99 as well as 
those in the 145 Packet band. It is located 
2000 feet above sea level and has excellent 
coverage. It has a good signal inte WG6PW-3 
and though it scans it will hold on frequency 
for three minutes once it is accessed. If you 
don't get it on your first try, wait a few 
moments and try again, as it may have been 
stopped on another frequency. With this 
addition the following are now available on 
144,99mhz: W6PW-L N6DAM, WA6DDM and 
NGITP-1L.

Also the station hcense only given to an 
American Citizen sa a notice iwas received 
stating that since he was born in the PI. he 
obviously could not be granted a station 
license. It never occured to the clerk 
handling this application the name Taylor 
was hardly ai Filipino name. Proci of 
citizenship was finally established and in 
1925 the first sta NGESA. 


of 235 3. 
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tion license arrived, WOES 
$25.00 bought enough funk to build a aoks 
210 tube Split - Colpitts transmitter and a 
couple more get a pole transformer from 
the power company. This transformer was 
Im a gigantic case filled with PCB's. Not 
knowing any better the oil was dumped 
behind the garage and with purloing of two 
dozen of his Mother's jelly glasses for a “slop 
jar’ rectifier WGESA was on the air. Forty 
meter CW was the big thing and anyone 
whe used phone on &0 meters was a sissy. 
WG6OESA became a big traffic handiine 
station im those days after having 
constructed another transmitter using A 
pair of 210's and then the big step to a 
crystal controlled rig with four stages. The 
final was an 652, the most sought after tube 
of its time. This was in the days when the 
“big gun” was WG6EAM Don Wallace whe ran 
a hilowatt with water cooled tubes. Don 
was a friend for many years. WWII put 
everyone off the air for quite a spell and 
when it was over W6ESA license had 
expired and was not picked up soon enouch 
s0 it was lost. 

A great many events happened during 
the ensuing years which made hamming 
Impossible so it was not until after Barbara 
and he were married that he pot around to 
it again. With her encouragement he took 
his license exam once again and was issued 
the call WAGELP. This was a disgrace to a 
ham from the early days so as soon as 
incentive licenses made a cali selection 


he got -his Extra ticket and applied for 1:2. 
K6TI was the result. During the many 
years in Los Angeles he worked for Capitol 
Records Inc. in the round tower v«which 
became a landmark in Holiywood since it 
Vas first round Suilding designed. 
Barbara and he raised four children, two 
daughters and two sons who all live here in 
the Bay Area. The youngest is a Ham, 
WAGYTFR. Now there is one erandson who 
is just one year old this week. His work at 
Capitol took him worldwide since he was 
senior NMiusic Mixer for Capitol and Chief 
Engineer for Angel Records, a Capital 
division. In 1977 he had enough of Hollywood 
and the family moved ta Danville 
Continuing ta work for several more years 
as an independent again tock him far and 
wide, however, it was finally time to hanes it 
up so after introducing the first 32 Track 
Digital Audio Recorder to San Francisco he 
called it quits. 

All the years in L.A. he had done RACES 
work with the Sheriff sponsorecn RACES 
units so eventually he came into RACES Lips 
here, 

Four Grammy Nominations and a special 
plaque from Jackie Gleasan serve to remind 
him of the many years in the recording 
business so now he just “hams” it up and 
Barbara is the Light of his Life.
